Striking Passage’. 

“In a striking passage Lord Lothian 
declared: “The situation is grave -- 
more grave’ than I think most of us yet 
realise.” 

Hitler annexed the states of Aus- 
tria, Czechoslovakia, ‘Poland, Den- 
mark, most of Norway, ‘Holland and 
most of Belgium. 

Each one of these conquests meant

THE FIRST MEETING of the Council of the Hong Kong 


Anti-Tuberculosis Association was held on 3rd June in 
the Legislative Council Chamber. . 


Dr. P. S. Selwyn- Clarke, in his Presidential address said: 


Tt is unnecessary for me to tell you of the serious charac- 
ter of the tuberculosis problem in the Colony of Hong 
’ Kong. Your support of the Association and your pre- 
sence here this evening provide ample evidence that 
you appreciate this to the full. 


Suffice to say, the magnitude of the 
task before us calls for the whole- 
hearted co-operation of every mem- 
ber of the community. 

The inspiration for the formation of 
our Association came from two sources, 
firstly from our Patron, Sir Geoffry 
Northcote, and ,secondly from the 
Press which, as you know, has had 
‘a series: of most helpful editorials on 
public health matters and especially 
on the tuberculosis scourge. 

- The attention of the general public 
was first focussed on the subject by 
means of three broadcasts at weekly 
intervals starting at the end of Decem- 
ber last. These were in English and 
Chinese; Mr. Ho Kom Tong, who was 
later to become one of our Vice-Pre- 
sidents, kindly translated my ver- 


sion into Chinese and gave it. over. 


ZEK. This was followed by debates in 
. the Urban Council and the District 


___ Watch Committee and articles in the, 


Chinese and English Press. 
- ‘The intensive stage of the campaign 
- was brought to a close at the end of 
‘January with addresses in all the

Sandbach, gave particularly valuable 
assistance in this connection). A very 
‘ wide public was reached in this way, 
thanks to the helpful co-operation of 
both Chinese and English ministers of 
religion.

It has initiated a scheme of ade 
tuberculosis’ centres [for the early 
diagnosis of cases of tuberculous in- 
fection.

‘tary assistance of two doctors and a 
sister from the Maryknoll Convent 
‘trained in anti-tuberculosis duties. A 
second will open shortly at the Tsim 
Sha Tsui Health Centre in Nathan 
‘Road and it is hoped to organise 
several others. 

The Association is arranging for the 
supply of a cheap substitute for cod 
liver oil-and similar adjuvants. at. these 
centres. 

In regard to public health educa- 
tion, it should be recorded that a num- 


ber of propaganda posters aré being” 


prepared at the moment. The Hong 
Kong Working Artists’ Guild were 
responsible for drawing up a series 
of nine sketches for posters and Dr. 
G. A. C. Herklots for a tenth. Two of 
these have been revised and-drama- 
tised by the. Chairman, Publicity Sub- 
Committee, and will be on display to 
the general: public shortly. 

It is intended to prepare simple 
pamphlets in Chinese indicating how to 
avoid tuberculosis and what to do if 
infected. 

- Many hundred booklets in English 
and Chinese (being reprints .of my 
radio and church talks) have already 
been distributed to churches,. schools 
and the like.
